DHS-OIG responded to your request on August 9, 2019. In a letter dated 
August 23, 2019, and received on September 18, 2019 you appealed our 
final response stating that DHS OIG failed to properly segregate records 
related to this ongoing inspection. 

Through my analysis of the case file, I determined that the records you 
requested were part of an active and ongoing OIG inspection. In order to 
allow OIG program offices to complete mission work without interruption 
to the decision-making process, OIG does not release pre-decisional 
work. The application of the Deliberative Process Privilege to the 
inspection and all of its underlying documents (including drafts, notes, 
communications, and the like) is in line with the intended application of 
Exemption 5. Further, there is no duty to segregate documents under the 
Deliberative Process Privilege, as until the agency has issued a final 
product - in this instance, when the agency has released the report to 
the public - the underlying documents all remain categorized as pre- 
decisional. 

Therefore, in response to your appeal, I am upholding the decision to 
withhold the records under the Deliberative Process Privilege of 
Exemption 5. After the report on this matter is published, please feel 
welcome to re-file your FOIA request for these materials. If you are 
dissatisfied with my action on this remanded FOIA request, you may 
seek judicial review in accordance with the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B).

Dear Mr. Misra: 

This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Office of Inspector General 
(OIG), dated July 25, 2019, seeking records related to an AIG's (the AIG 
mentioned in the request is Diana Shaw) testimony at a House Judiciary 
Committee hearing on July 25, 2019 regarding DHS 1 handling of sexual 
assault allegations. Your request was received in this office on July 30, 
2019. 

In response to your request, a search was conducted in the DHS-OIG 
Office of Inspections. 

As a result of our search, we have determined that the records you seek 
pertain to a matter that is ongoing. Because your request covers 
documents involving an ongoing DHS-OIG inspection, the documents are 
withheld pursuant to the deliberative process privilege of Exemption 5 of 
the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5). Although other exemptions may be 
applicable to these records, DHS-OIG is not in a position to assert other 
exemptions s.t this time since this matter is still, pending.
